Desperate 
for diversity 

Fm taking a small screen stand this Sunday 

“Desperate Housewives” is off my regular viewing schedule. 

I could blame poor character development, like Lynette going full 
shrew or Susan taking one more clumsy step toward being a poor 
man’s Lucille Ball. 

But if those reasons could have run me off, Fd have DVR-ditched 
this ABC show seasons ago. 

The sole reason for my “Wives”-cott is that Marc Cherry’s creation 
is indeed desperate— for diversity training. 

Despite the recent additions of Vanessa Williams, a gay neighbor 
couple and the starring status of the Solises, “Desperate Housewives” 
still is a bane to black male characters. Not only is there not one black 
husband living on the lane, the show’s only lasting black males con- 
sisted of a serial killer and his brother, who just happened to be locked 
in a basement like Sloth in “The Goonies.” 

Now the show— which recently has enjoyed a bit of a ratings 
bump— has added insult to injury by presenting the second black 
male ex-convict to surface in two seasons. It goes beyond coincidence. 

Last season, a prison plot introduced us to an ex-cellie of Orson’s, 
pointedly named Lamar. Archie Bunker couldn’t have come up with 
better visuals than the prim Bree gingerly walking up to Lamar’s 
barely-on-the-hinges project door in a stereotypical scene complete 
with squalling baby and siren sound effects. 

I found the scenario off-putting, but excused it because there are quite 
a few ex-cons on Wsteria Lane, including show regulars Orson, Carlos, 
Paul and Mike. But at least they are multidimensional characters. 

Not so for the latest black ex-cellmate cameo to enter the scene. 

Said cellie— a menacing hulk of a man— then was forced to 
contend with Paul’s wife who ripped her own housedress off and 
threatened to frame him for sexual assault if he didn’t give her some 
important information. 

What is this: the suburban sequel to “Birth of a Nation”? 

“Desperate’s” gaffes are particularly noticeable when other pro- 
gramming clearly has pressed fast-forward on multiracial and cultural 
casting including on “Modern Family,” “The Event,” “30 Rock,” “The 
Office” and the now-defunct J.J. Abrams offering, “Undercovers.” 

Nobody’s asking “Desperate” to cram in false-feeling plotlines 
involving upstanding black male characters. At the same time, that 
subset of the population should not miraculously appear anytime 
there’s a “Shawshank” storyline. 

Perhaps “Desperate’s” network peers on “Brothers and Sisters” could 
offer advice in this area. After a short-lived subplot involving Danny 
Glover, “B&S” added baby Evan, who is black, to the Walker fold. Imag- 
ine the possibilities when Kitty’s adopted son graduates past gibberish. 

At that point, maybe “Desperate” and “B&S” could arrange a cross- 
promotion playdate involving the Scavos. Surely Tom and Lynette 
have enough kids to entertain Evan.

Cubs owner seeks 
state aid to keep historic 
Wrigley Field running

The owner of the Cubs is asking the state to help 
finance more than $200 million in renovations at 
Wrigley Field that will ensure the team stays at the 
historic ballpark for the next 35 years. 

The Ricketts family which purchased the team 
last year from Tribune Co. in a deal valued at 
$845 million, has pledged that the project will not 
be financed by new taxes or an increase in existing 
taxes, but it would redirect some future revenue to 
the stadium. 

The family’s plan calls for the Illinois Sports Fa- 
cilities Authority which owns U.S. Cellular Field, 
to float up to $300 million in bonds. The bonds 
wiU be paid over 35 years through amusement taxes 
that Wrigley Field customers already pay 

In 2009, the Cubs paid $16.1 million in amuse- 
ment taxes to the city of Chicago and Cook Coun- 
ty through the 12 percent levy on each ticket, the 
team said. The city and county will be guaranteed 
this amount for the duration of the bonds. Growth 
in amusement taxes beyond $16.1 million- 
through increased ticket sales or prices— will be 
redirected to pay the bonds. The family says the 
incremental growth in the tax will cover the bonds. 

The financing plan will require the approval of 
the Illinois General Assembly A bill is being drawn 
up that will be considered in the veto session that 
begins next week. 

Gov Quinn said Thursday that he had no knowl- 
edge of the plan. “I haven’t been briefed at all. It’s 
news to me. ... I don’t know anything about it right 
now” 

Asked whether it should be considered given 


state’s money situation, Quinn replied, “I don’t 
want to really speak about it until I see what they’re 
talking about. They can present anything, I sup- 
pose, to the authority, but I think it’d be important 
to touch base with the governor before they do.” 

And that hasn’t happened yet? 

“No,” Quinn said. “It’s a team effort in Illinois. 
We like the Cubs, we like the Sox and we like all our 


other sports teams, but something like that I’d just 
need to get more details on.” 

“The plan is fair, simple and solves the problem,” 
Cubs Chairman Tom Ricketts said in a letter sent 
to season ticket holders and Wrigley Field neigh- 
bors Thursday “Most importantly, it wiU not in- 
crease taxes paid by Cubs fans or anyone else and 
will not create any new taxes.”

‘Straight Pride’ shirts spark controversy at school

It wasn’t exactly what they’d planned, but St. 
Charles North High School administrators said an 
anti-bullying initiative may have accomplished its 
goal after a group of students wore “Straight Pride” 
T-shirts through the hallways this week. 

“While it may have been a little bit controversial 
at times, the kids at North are talking about this,” 


said Jim Blaney director of school and community 
relations for St. Charles Unit District 303. “They 
are learning about people who might have a differ- 
ent opinion than theirs.” 

Several students complained to high school 
administrators Monday— the first day of an anti- 
bullying “Ally Week”— when three students wore 
the T-shirts, which also quoted a Biblical passage 


advocating death as a punishment for gay activ- 
ity. 

“It was honestly just really upsetting to me that 
someone would try to bring that into school,” 
said Joe Adamczyk, a senior who is a member of 
the Gay-Straight Alliance. “I thought society was 
sort of beyond this, but it feels like we’re kind of 
regressing.”

Police expanding 
role in fighting terror

On a warm summer day last year, accused 
terrorist plotter David Coleman Headley, 
like many fathers, took his children to a 
Chicago park. 

There, Headley ran his children through 
military drills, including maneuvers such as 
rolling into a shooting position. 

The odd behavior caught the eye of a 
Chicago police officer also in the park that 
day He also detected that Headley spoke 
Urdu, a Pakistani language. 

The observations— by an officer who 
had received counterterrorism training— 
became part of the case that was built 
against Headley who four months later 
was charged in the 2008 terrorist attacks 
on Mumbai and with planning attacks in 
Denmark. 

Authorities say the case highlights the 
dramatic shift in local policing over the 
past decade. Chicago police are no longer 
just chasing drug and gang organizations 


but also terrorists bent on launching at- 
tacks here or abroad. 

New investigative teams have been 
created to generate tips about potential 
threats and also investigate them. Chi- 
cago has an officer permanently assigned 
to Washington for counterterrorism, and 
thousands of others are trained to spot ter- 
rorists, getting briefings on organizations 
like Lashkar-e-Taiba, the Pakistan-based 
militant group linked to Headley 

Chicago cops are working with other 
law enforcement agencies as part of a local 
FBI task force, and took a key role in the 
recent arrest of a man suspected of a bomb 
plot in Wrigleyville. 

Even in a more sweeping international 
conspiracy such as Headle/s, Chicago po- 
lice took a leadership role in an investiga- 
tion that led to his guilty plea in March. 

“That was a prime example of how the 
Chicago Police Department has become 
an integral force against terrorism,” said 


Patrick Daly the chief of the department’s 
Counterterrorism and Intelligence Section. 
“We worked on this investigation 24-7.” 

The FBI-run Joint Terrorism Task 
Force, which handles terrorism-related 
investigations in Chicago, has expanded 
significantly since Sept, ii, 2001. 

Daly was an FBI agent when he joined 
the task force shortly after it formed in 1981. 
He recently was hired by Chicago police 
Supt. Jody Weis to create the department’s 
counterterrorism and intelligence unit. 

In 1993, the first World Trade Center 
bombing showed the U.S. to be a target of 
international plots. And Sept, ii changed 
forever how local departments would ap- 
proach terrorist threats. 

“Before we were more reactive,” Daly 
said. “... The event, the attack would occur, 
we would collect the evidence, we would 
find out who did it and prosecute them. 
Now we want to prevent the attack from 
occurring.”

Former President George W Bush, in town to 
promote his memoir, said he worries that the 
9/11 attacks will become a “distant memory” 

“One of the things that’s going to happen 
on September the nth, it becomes like Pearl 
Harbor day It will be a distant memory” Bush 
said while appearing with Mayor Daley on 
Thursday at the Union League Club in down- 
town Chicago. 

‘A lot of people born in this country that 
live in this country now, weren’t born on Sep- 
tember the nth,” he said. “For many in this 
room, it was a scar of the heart. And people 
forget that the, you know, that the Sears Tow- 
er was a target, a genuine target.” 

The Newark Times reported in 2003 that 
a senior leader of al-Qaida told U.S. interroga- 
tors the Sears Tower, now known as the Wil- 
lis Tower, was on at least one list of possible 
targets for the 9/11 hijackers, along with the 
U.S. Capitol, the White House and the Israeli 
embassy in Washington, DC. 

Chicago police at the time downplayed the 
report. 

Bush praised Daley for his actions on the 
day of the attack, including stepping up secu- 
rity at the tower. 

“The mayor responded, and his people re- 
sponded, brilliantly to the threat,” Bush said. 
“So this is one of the really interesting exam- 
ples of federal, state and local cooperation.” 

Bush has been touring the country to pro- 
mote his book, “Decision Points.”

Lawsuit: Coach beat 
high schooi piayers 


AJackson, Miss., high school basketball coach is 
accused of whipping students for “failing to run 
basketball plays correctly” according to a federal law- 
suit filed this week by three students. 

Coach Marlon Dorsey acknowledged he “paddled” 
students, but he defended it as a way to “save these 
young men from the destruction of self,” the court fil- 
ing said. 

A school district spokeswoman would not confirm 
whether Dorsey has been suspended, but he has not 
shown up to teach or coach at Murrah High School 
in recent days, according to the students’ lawyer. The 
suspension apparently was for 28 days without pay at- 
torney Lisa Ross said. 

The students still are attending classes and are play- 


ing on the boys’ varsity basketball team, Ross said. 

One senior was whipped “daily and sometimes 
more than once daily by striking him three times 
across his buttocks each time” with a “five to ten 
pound weight belt,” the lawsuit said. One beating was 
captured on video, the lawsuit said. 

The three students were beaten for “no legitimate 
purpose whatsoever,” but Dorsey accused them of 
“failing to run basketball plays correctly,” the lawsuit 
said. “He told them they had the choice to accept the 
licks without complaining to anyone or forfeit the 
opportunity to play basketball for their high school 
team,” it said. 

The coach verbally abused basketball players, call- 
ing them “sissy” “bitch,” “wimp” and “soft,” it said.

MILD PEPPERS 


Bears’ prized offseason pickup 
beiieves sacks wiil come

In evaluating the first half of the season for Julius Peppers, it’s easy to 
see how he has made a significant effect on the Bears’ pass defense. 

Consider that opposing quarterbacks have combined for a pass- 
er rating of 68.9, second in the NFL behind only Green Bay The 
Bears aren’t getting to the quarterback enough, and they’re cer- 
tainly not finishing plays as often as needed, but they’re still tough 
to throw on. That wasn’t the case a year ago, when they ranked 
25th in opposing passer rating. 

Still, it’s difficult to digest that the prize of free agency is earn- 
ing $20 million and has just two sacks. 

The Bears are used to pedestrian pass rushers, so when Peppers 
arrived they were more excited than when Alonzo Spellman gid- 
dily announced his goal for a season back in the 1990s was to have 
a sack total in “high double-digits.” Peppers will need to average 
one a game in the second half simply to reach double-digits. (Ex- 
Bears Alex Brown and Mark Anderson have combined elsewhere 
for two sacks, and Peppers’ replacement in Carolina, Charles 
Johnson, has 3 V2.) 

The Bears have 12 sacks overall, which would be their lowest to- 
tal since 2003. But the pressure has mostly been consistent. They 
sacked Bills quarterback Ryan Fitzpatrick only once Sunday, but 
the Bears were credited with 12 quarterback hits, including one on 
the interception that sealed the victory Peppers’ presence is the 
leading reason Israel Idonije has a career-high five sacks. 

“I think we all know, I’m speaking of players and coaches, what 
I’m bringing to the team,” Peppers said. “While the numbers aren’t 
popping out on the page, the things I’m doing you see on tape. 


LOVIE ON THE HOT SEAT

He’s the biggest weapon defensive coordinator Rod Marinelli 
has as he rotates from side to side as the Bears try to maximize his 
effectiveness. There’s no complaint whatsoever from the coach- 
ing staff about Peppers, who also has been a force vs. the run. 

“Oh goodness,” Marinelli said. “He {affects} the game in such a 
major way” 

Peppers dominated Vikings left tackle Bryant McKinnie in a 
meeting in Carolina last season. He doesn’t want to dwell on the 
past, but surely the Vikings have a big dose of what he’s accus- 
tomed to in store for him. 

‘A. lot of chips,” Peppers said. “Just a chip, a running back or 
tight end chip can be just as effective as two people staying on you 
because it takes you out of your rush. It’s not anything new 

“I’m being patient, I’m working hard. The sacks and stuff will 
come. I’m not really concerned about sacks right now I’m con- 
cerned about winning games and being disruptive. I think I’m do- 
ing a good job at that.”

TRUE STORY’S BIG-SCREEN TREATMENT RECEIVING OSCAR-LEVEL PRAISE 


FOR THE FAINT OF HEART 

Dozens of audience members have fainted at screenings of Danny Boyle’s film “127 Hours” 
since early September, when two people collapsed at the Telluride Film Festival. The movie 
tells the real-life story of hiker Aron Ralston (James Franco), who amputated his forearm after 
a falling boulder pinned his hand. The scene, only a few minutes on-screen, has reportedly 
been the cause of other fainting spells, panic attacks and seizures at the Toronto International, 
London and Mill Valley film festivals, as well as private and special screenings and last week- 
end, when it opened in select cities. The number of reports is likely to skyrocket Friday, when 
the film opens across the nation, including in Chicago, redeye

James Franco didn’t have an easy go of it while 
filming his latest movie, “127 Hours”— but it 
is nothing compared to what the man he por- 
trays experienced. 

In the film from “Slumdog Millionaire” di- 
rector Danny Boyle, the 32-year-old Franco 
plays hiker Aron Ralston, who, while trapped 
by a boulder in 2003, was forced to crack the 
bones of his forearm and cut it off to rescue 
himself from certain death. 

It’s a true story Franco wanted to tell as ac- 
curately as he could. So he turned to Ralston. 
The Utah hiker showed Franco the video he 
recorded during his ordeal, including mo- 
ments where he made an impromptu will and 
offered instructions about where his ashes 
should be scattered. 

“They feel like the scariest home movies 
you’ve ever seen. For an actor, it’s just gold,” 
Franco said. “It’s not what he’s saying [on the 
tapes], it’s his behavior, the way he is. I spent 


days with Aron [preparing for the role] and it 
was incredibly valuable.” 

The movie, opening Friday has earned 
strong praise and Oscar buzz for Franco, Boyle 
and the dynamic retelling of Ralston’s lonely 
tale and seemingly impossible action. Accord- 
ing to a Los Angeles Times story reported from 
the set. Franco lost 25 pounds for the role and 
threw himself into the physical aspects of it. 
He even practiced the harrowing scene every- 
one is talking about: 

“With a prosthetic arm in place of his own. 


Franco folded out a knife from the multi-tool 
and plunged it into his (fake) flesh, the blade 
stopping when it hit (fake) bone. Syrupy imi- 
tation blood— thick, like Ralston’s would have 
been due to dehydration— oozed from the 
wound. Looking exhausted, the actor took a 
swig of the only drink the hiker had left: his 
own (fake) urine, stored in a CamelBak hydra- 
tion pouch. 

“ ‘Oh that’s it, James, brilliant,’ Boyle said 
after Franco finished gagging. ‘If you can get 
in that position again, you can see it moving 


through the tube into your mouth.’ ” 

In real life, it took Ralston nearly an hour 
to sever his arm; the sequence in the film lasts 
only a few minutes. 

Ralston’s tale won headlines worldwide 
and made good fodder for TV news and early 
morning chat shows. To many it was a one- 
man horror story but to Boyle and Franco, it 
was something else. 

To get through his ordeal, Ralston drew on a 
spiritual connection to family and friends. Aper- 
son who prided himself on being alone, Ralston 
discovered the key to survival was his desire to 
engage in life and not withdraw from it. 

“It’s not about a mountain climber or a man 
in isolation, it’s actually about a man who’s 
looking out and connecting to people on 
the outside and trying to get back to them,” 
Franco said.

Happily married Darren (Dax Shepard) and 
Annie (Katie Aselton) don’t have the same fire 
in the bedroom that they once did. A conversa- 
tion about the normalcy of being attracted to 
other people and wanting to reignite the pas- 
sion at home leads them to give each other one 
night to sleep with someone else. 

The buzz: It’s good to have an even playing field 
behind this juicy discussion-worthy concept— 
as opposed to next year’s Farrelly brothers 
comedy “Hall Pass,” in which guys (Owen Wilson, Jason Sudeikis) 
get the cheating go-ahead from their wives (Jenna Fischer, Christina 
Applegate) but don’t appear to offer the same chance in return. 
Hopefully Aselton (“The Puffy Chair,” “The League”), who also wrote 
and directed, can take a hypothetical situation to more rewarding 
places than the entertaining, can-two-straight-guys-have-sex “Hump- 
day” which eventually wrote itself into a corner. 

The verdict: Love’s fragile intangibles rarely feel so visible. From the 
start, “The Freebie” identifies the little moments that mean a lot 
between two people who share everything, capturing intimacy in ways 
that similar mainstream stories struggle to do. The movie gives the 
mumblecore genre a good name by emphasizing closeness through 
everyday behavior and silent, mini-conversations with the eyes. Darren 
and Annie’s relationship is powerful, but the movie wonders if there 
are limits to that power when logic (of course we can have joint one- 
night stands, we’re that strong) squares off against emotion (this isn’t 
as simple as we thought). The movie shows that sometimes feelings 
have nothing to do with logic. Without fully identifying the reason- 
ing behind Darren and Annie’s experiment or the long-term effects, 
it reminds us that there’s no such thing as a free lunch. Consequently 
viewers with a wandering eye may feel like they’ve gotten something out of their system.

Not so wise is a diversion about Lomborg’s mom 
and how her love gives him strength; or the multiple scenes of children emphasizing the need to 
fight climate change; or the blanket statement of how everyone should paint their roof white; or 
Lomborg’s broad, unexplained claim that to save polar bears, we don’t need to cut carbon emis- 
sions, just stop shooting polar bears.

Office” and ‘Arrested Development,” but the film’s delicate tonal bal- 
ance between absurdism and possible tragedy is all its own. 

^ The verdict: In degree of difficulty, the ambitious, remarkable “Four 

Lions” tops this year’s comedies and may be challenged only by 
“Inception” as 2010’s most dizzyingly fearless concept. Director/co-writer Chris Morris never 
marginalizes the war on terror or makes Light of real-life dangers. The film may not examine 
how average men become terrorists, but it’s a wickedly bold and hysterical farce about guys 
searching for purpose while their brains and hearts disagree about their plans. The target here 
is the foolishness behind extremism, whether British police, motivated by racial profiling, 
raid a gathering of Omar’s peaceful brother and his friends, or endearing idiot Waj (Kayvan 
Novak) tries to convince himself that even the dumbest human error is all part of God’s plan. 
It’s all risky, controversial stuff anchored by great characters whose 
ignorance only reminds that you sure don’t have to be a genius 
to blow yourself up. These are often affable guys with real 
emotional bonds, yet the film’s biggest statement in con- 
fronting dangerous beliefs is showing how these confused, 
self-appointed soldiers think that if the afterlife is really all 
it’s cracked up to be, there’s no reason they shouldn’t want 
to get there faster.

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The new menu ... is completely different than 
the last, and that’s the point. The format (soup, 
salad, small plates, pasta, large plates) and price 
point are In the same ballpark, but that’s where 
the similarities end. Gone are the chalkboard 
specials and snout-to-tall approach that Included 
rare treats such as beef heart or roasted pig’s 
head. Instead, modern cooking techniques turn 
lavender Into bubbles and compress cucumber 
Into little Pernod- and juniper-flavored globes. 

We*re intrigued by... 25-year-old chef Brandon 
Baltzley, who got his start as a dishwasher at 14, 
skipped high school and culinary school and 
learned to cook by bouncing around to restau- 
rants in Savannah, Ga., Washington, D.C., and 
New York. “There are no recipes in this kitchen. 
We use our palates,” he says. It can’t be easy to 
step into a place that just nabbed MIchelln’s Bib 
Gourmand designation for dishes that are no 
longer served. 

The fiavor combos ... are at times eyebrow-rals- 
Ing, like a free-form pot pie with duck, mole-llke 
chocolate sauce and pumpernickel croutons 
($10), and other times just jarring, like our lemon 
tart with anise whip and a beet chip ($6). When 
eating one of the chef’s favorite dishes, chunks 
of grilled cuttlefish with blood orange, walnuts 
and powdered chorizo ($11), we couldn’t seem to 
put together a bite that really worked.

Bucktown BYOB’s menu 
gets an extreme makeover— 

Is change a good thing? 

By Lisa Arnett 

When Rob and Allie Levitt, the culinary 
force behind Bucktown restaurant Mado, 
recently left to open their own butcher shop, 
the remaining owners were at a crossroads. 
They could snatch up a like-minded chef and 
keep the farm-to-table philosophy and rustic, 
simple dishes alive, or they could go a completely different direction. 
They decided to go in a completely different direction. The restau- 
rant reopened within a matter of days with a new chef, a new menu 
and a fresh coat of chartreuse paint. What does the new Mado have 
to offer? Read on. 


Give it 
some time 


Cheat sheet 

Know before you go: It’s BYOB 
with no corkage fee, so stop at Red 
& White (1861 N. Milwaukee Ave.) or 
Life’s a Cabernet (1937 W. North Ave.) 
to pick up a recommended bottle. 

Expect to spend: $50 per person 

Crowd: Pairs of 20- and 30-some- 
thlng friends, couples with the occa- 
sional stroller 

Wear: Jeans and a smart top. The 
tablecloths are white, but you don’t 
need to get fancy. 


We really wish that ... they would have just 
changed the name. Even though our sweet 
server explained up front that this Mado turns 
the old concept on Its head, a new name would 
give unknowing diners a clue that the place Is 
dramatically different. 

There*s potential here because ... hearty dish- 
es such lamb’s neck ($26) and wood-grilled salm- 
on ($24) were beautifully cooked. It’s just too bad 
they were accompanied by dull sidekicks such 
as gummy cauliflower panna cotta and bland, 
not-crispy potato crisps. 

We suggest ... you hold off on using that 
Groupon you bought back In April and avoid 
weekend dining for the short term. Backlogged 
with advanced weekend reservations on 
Saturdays especially, the new staff Is under- 
standably still figuring out how get Its labor- 
intensive dishes out to a full dining room. “One 
of our dishes takes like seven minutes to plate,” 
Baltzley says. 

Bottom line: There’s no point comparing the 
new Mado to the old Mado. It’s a completely dif- 
ferent restaurant, so It’s best to think of It that 
way and give It some time to get Into Its groove.

Heat seeking 

For many Chicagoans, Devon Avenue may as well be Canada. Or, at least, Evan- 
ston. But last week, when the temperatures dropped, I knew there was a restau- 
rant worth the journey: Udupi Palace. Completely vegetarian, this South Indian 
stalwart’s known for its dosai, or huge crispy lentil-based [read: gluten-free!] 
crepes stuffed with myriad fillings, and it’s the perfect destination for a raw, gray 
day 

This time of the year, I crave spicy food for its warming effects and the jolt of 
endorphins that comes from sweating my way through a meal. For newbies, the 
Udupi Special Assortment ($7.95) is a great way to try classic appetizers such as 
samosas with tamarind sauce; medhu vada, a savory lentil doughnut that’s dipped 
into an unforgettable savory coconut chutney; and my favorite, the chilly pakora, 
a deep-fried hot pepper that’s sinus-clearingly spicy As someone inclined to 
snacking. I’d make a whole meal out of the soup and appetizers section; the rasam 
($2.95), a hot and sour soup, alone is worth the trek. 

Southern Indian cuisine uses a lot of layered spices and sour, tamarind-based 
seasonings. Instead of trying to play to one aspect with wine or deferring to beer, 

I recommend a dry or nearly-dry sparkling cider. The fruitiness will mesh nicely 
with sweeter chutneys, and the refreshing, bubbly texture will cleanse your palate 
of all the fried items. Ciders often are more simple than fine 


wine and beer, which works, 
because there’s no need to com- 
pete with the food, just comple- 
ment it. Try the slightly funky 
Clos Normand ($7.49), a French 
bottHng that’s available at most 
Tinny’s stores.
